PROGRAM REVIEW: The new year was opened by a program on SSB Monitors 
by Art Schultz, W9BR, our genial Professor. Monitoring SSB signals to 
determine audio quidity is difficult at best. Signals may be fed to a 
Oscope and the Xmas trees examined for flattoping, indicating distor- 
tion and hash products. A SSB receiver may also be used or as a last 
resort, one can get audio reports on the air while exposing themselves 
to a citation should the signals be defective. The system proposed by 
our speaker eliminates all this, It is a self contained unit requiring 
only a little coupling to the rigs RFoutput signal. The unit consists of 
a solid state xtal osc. supplying the beat note to the product detector, 
a simple two diode system where the two signals hetrodyne, and at the 
output, the desired audio component is derived, minus all the higher 
freq signals which are removed by a low-pass RC filter.In operation, the 
rig is tuned to the xtal freq. in the SSB monitor and using a dummy load 
ant. the audio is examined at the monitors output. A complete wonking 
schematic was shown and thoroly discussed as to theory of operation.
